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1988 A Year of Challenges for 
ASsian American Communities

SAN FRANCISCO -Anew year is 
upon us and as is customary the obligatory 
besginning-of-the-year predictions are 
SoOught from community leaders. East/West 
polled Several in the Bay Area Asian 
American communities for what they 
thought to be the major 1SSsues that will be 
confronting us thlis year， 

Mostleaders polled this week agreed 
that the 丘 ght to reinstate Separate Asian 
ethnlc classifications back into the 1990 
Census form will be of primary concerm.“ 工 
predict it will take anationwide movement 
to counter the Census Bureau's decision 
Said Asian Foundation for Community De- 
velopment Executive Director Nelson Holl. 
Henry Der of Chinese for Affirmatlive 
Action (CAA) concurred，“Clearly the 
census lssue will be not and it's going to be 
declided in April [the deadline for changes 
to the 1990 form].”Asian Law Caucus 
(ALC) Executive Director, Peggy Salka 
added that should the Census Bureau lump 
all Asian groups together in 1990, it would 
have “ramifications far into the next 
decade.” 


In addition to her concerns about the 

census, Saika said that the H-2 isSue, the 
importing of temporary woOrkers from other 
countries would become an issue in 1988. 
“TUjust doesn't make Sense [to import 
WOrkers] when youve got immigrants who 
are here already but are undocumented for 
avaricty of reasons. Some are in the 
process of legalization but EDD (Employ- 
mentDevelopment Dep't) won trefer 
them to jobs because they don thave all the 
documentation yet” She said that thls 
issuc and the related issue of people who 
remain undocumented and therefore unable 
to work will be of concern to the Asian 
community，

While most of the issues cited by 
Saika's were related to immigratuon, the 
ALC head also felt that attempts by other 
States to pass English-only legislation， 
continuing anti-Asian violence and raising 
the national minimum wage would be in 
the forefront of 1988 news Storles. 


SF City College District Council Chair 
Alan Wong Sees that Asian Americans will 
play a much more visible role in 1988 
presidential elections than ever before. 
“We re beginning to flex our political and 
economic muscles 一 no solid com- 
mittments to the Asian American commu- 
nites, DO CoOntributions”Wong Said.“The 
Us relationship with the Pacific Rim is 
going to get more attention and we will 
provide an Important tie-in,”he added. 
“We're going to have more of an impact on 
all fronts.” . 

Der while not as optimistic concurred， 
“There's going to be alot of electoral 
involvement is going to be obvious.Ihope 
major Asian contributors are not going to 
be foolish enough to donate to white 
politicians without committments.2” 


The CAA head also thinks that the 


concern Over UC admissions policics which 
appear to discriminate against Asians jS 
going to be expanded to address the 


“involvement and participation of Asians In 


education in general.… 
Locally, Der Sees that there wi be 
grOowing conflicts between ncighborhood 


groups as Southeast Asian refugee and other 


Asian ethnic families begin to move into 
different areas like the Mission, Sunset and 
Richmond . 

Also locally but in another vein, ALC 
staff attormney Edwin Lee Salid that it would 
be“very interesting to follow which Asians 
will gain power as a result of Art selection 


as mayor Of SF.” 
While justice for Asian Americans has 
always been an On-going COncern, RussS 
Lowe, longtime Chinatown activist and 
currently Sen. Alan Cranston's northem 
Californlia Organizer, clted two different 
cases whlich need the attenton of the 
communlty.

to get away with ij” LOWe Said. “Thatkid 
has ahistory of drunk driving.”The acci- 
denttook place at Balboa and 20th Streets 
during the Thanksgliving wcekcnd. 

On the subjectoft driving, Cameron 
House Director Rev. Harry Chuck Said he 
wanted to raise the lsSue ofdangcrous 
drivers in Chinatown. Twice Eve had to 
pull elderly womecn out of the way of very

Thirteen Chinatown 
jbusinesspeople attended the meetmo which 
had been called by former Wonder Bakery 
OWner Paul Wong. Atleastone of the 
atlendees however claimed to have been 
Econtacted about the meeting by Walter 
Chin. 

In an exclusive Interview with E/W， 
one of the attendees who spoke on the con- 
dition of anonymity, said that Williams 
gavealong detailed report of the history of

“He told the group that C. 入世 . was chosen 
because they had agreed to build a 24.000 
Sq. 人 .culture center and that the commu- 
nity Supported that decision”the Source 
Said.“Williams also Said the Coalition [for

atthe 9th and Webster location .2 

Peter Chen, OEDE staffer allegedly 
quoted a letter from Oakland Chinatown 
PAC chair John Sue which stated that the 
community wanted a full commercial 
kitchen that would feed 500. When some of 
the attendees who were famalliar with the 
Situation protested Chen's remarks， 
according to the source even Ogawa and 
aide Walter Chin admitted that Sue had 
eliminated the kitchen request during 
Subsequent negotiations. 

Chen also told the group thatthe 
Culture Center Report included a request 
for a 24 ft celiling. A thorough examination 
of the report has revealed no such request:

As the presentation continued and 
became more detailed, going into loan 
amounts and other costfactors, the infor- 
mant Said “TIcould tell most of the people at 
the meeting really didn'tunderstand what 
they were Saying. 工 could see thatthe city 
officlials” intent was to get the group to 
challenge the Coalition s stance.” 

“When one of the attendees began to 
question the Coalition by Saying “who are 
those people ..…, another attendee Sald 
“don'tworry about who they are and whbo 
we are, whats Important is that we have to 
woOrk together,， ”the Source Sald. 

The meeting ended with Wong 
agreeing to meet with Coalition and 
Oakland Chinatown PAC members to 
explain their points of view and report back 
to the People who had attendcd the mecet-

Development has esumated that it would 
cost about $750.,000 to finish the culture 
Center. 

The president of the Oakland Asian 
American Culture Center board, Kingman 
Kan, pointed out that the developer forthe 
Chinese Culture Center in San Francisco 
Just provided the Chinese commaunaity 3a 
core and a shell and the center was Stll not 
operating Some fiveyears later “We need 
to learn from others and not let the same 
thing happen to us.” 

Another change the developer wants 1S 
to reduce 108 units of housing in the first 
phase to 99, because of “unfavorabjle 
current market conditions.” 

(IThe developer was given a$7 million 
loan from the city as gap” financing for 
250 units of housing, including 90 units of 
affordable housing, in September of 1986. 
In May of 1987 the developer was allowed 
to drop the number of units to 108，with 50 
units of affordable housing. 

GIVEAWAY OF FUNDS 

The Coalition for Chinatown Develop- 
ment feels that reducing the number of 
housing units represents a broken COmmit- 
ment by the developer and a giveaway of 
public funds by the Redevelopment Agency 
and the City of Oakland.. 

Wilson pointed out that the $7 million 
loan js notlow-interesb because the 
developer wjll be required to pay 109 
interest on the loan when the project Shows 
a Drofit. 

Alan Yee, chairperson of the Coalition 
disagreed, Saying that the developer has 
Shown apattern of behavior that would 
indicate he might refinance the loan when it 
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appears the project would make a Profit. 
The result would be, said Yee, that the city 
would get the Principal back, but not one 
penny of Interest. 

Williams was asked to meet with the 
coalition to address any differences they 
have before 由 e Jan. 19 hearing. 

Some halfdozen representatives from 
C&L attended the council meeting，but 
they did not Speak.

$12 milion deficit and council members are 
having Special meetings all this week to sec 
ivoters will approve atax incrcase， Anudi 
here they re giving away all this money.”

It was the 5 了 h of April and TIwas more 
WoOIried about what to wear to the junior 
prom than the intricacies of race relations. 
But Something happened the day before 

- that was to change not just my life butthe 
lives of millions of Americans. Dr. Martin 
Luther King, Jr., leader of the civil rights 
movement and Symbol for non-violent 
protest had been cut down by an assassin?S 
bullet and poor black communities all over 
the country were erupting in violence and 
outrage. 

TIremember that morning. The Black 
Student Union had demanded a memorial 
asSembly for Dr. King and the principal 
refused. The tension in the air was evident 
3aS Sudden loud interchanges COntrasted 
Sharply with students whispering Tumors as 
everyone moved through the hallways to 
their favorite pre-class meeting Places. 

“After the waming bell sounded for first 
period I headed for class only to be 
confronted with the body of the student 
body vice president, who was white， 
sprawWled at the bottom of the stairs. A 
teacher had just arrived on the Scene to help 
him up and she waved gaping Students 
3aWay to class. 

Just before coming across that Scene 工 

had been told that in two Separate instances 

Chinese American students had been 

Strrounded by a group of angry black 

Students and in both cases they were Spared 

because Someone in the group had Said that 
the Chinese were “brothers,” And for the 
first tme in my lfe Iwas glad I wasnt 

White. 


8:50 am: First period was college prep 
English class. It was comprised mainly of 
white and Asian American Students. The 
teacher WaS White. And we Were SCcared. 
There were Only two black students in 
class. Although the teacher attempted to 
follow her lesson plan, no one was listen- 
ing,even she was distracted. At nine 
O"clock we heard the doors of classrooms 

down the hallway slam as many black 
students heeded the call of the Black 
Students Union to meet at the boyS” 
gymnasium located across the football 
field. 

From our vantage point on the 2nd 
floor we could see the studeants coOnvyerging 

outside the gym. Then, after a collective 
IOoar from the 中 oup of about100, we 
watched 记 horror as they turned towards 
the main building. The angry students 
approached the building momentarily 
disappeared from view as they came Up to 
the doors. But we could hear their arrival， 
The sounds of shouting, slamming doors

and breaking glass told us what Our eyes 
could no longer see. As we Sat frozen im 
OUr Seats, we could hear the wave of the 
mob Sweep through the first 人 ioor class- 
rooms and then come up the StairS. Within 
minutes they would be outside oOUr Toom . 
Suddenly the two black female students got 
up and left We thought they had deserted 
Us. 

The old wooden classroom doors had 
UpPper sections of frosted glass which were 


being all shattered as the angry crowd made 


its way towards our Toom. But the mob 
SWeptright passed us 3a8S We Sat braced in 
OUT Seats. Later We Were to discover that 
the twoblack students had stood outside 
our door and told the rioters that it was 
“brothers and Sisters”in the Toom. In the . 
midst of all that anger and emotion, these 
two classmates Still believed in Dr. King 'S 
message of brotherhood 

By 10 am with nearly every window in 
the building broken and the anger of the 
Students spent, classes were dismissed and 
We werealltold to go home. As 1 made my 
Way to my locker amidst the wreckageI 
noticed the marked difference ithe 


Students. The black students were 3all 


laughing and talking while the whites， 
Hispanics and Asian American students 
hurredly gathered up our books to make a 
duick exit， How was it that we lived in 
Such different worlds while in the same 
physical place and timey 

During the Spring break that ensued, 工 
Sought the answer by Teading every booK 
by Martin Luther King, 区 ., Malcolm X and 
other black writers Tcould lay my hands 
on. And by doing so Ifound out about te 
injustices and oppression that have oOC- 
curred in this country Tationalized because 


of the color of a person's Skin. TheTiothad 


jolted me out of my adolescent comp1a- 
cency and thrown me into a world of 
change and Social action， 

Dr King and others like him fought 
not for themselves but for those who would 
come after them. In a very Similar way OUT 
parents and grandparents Sacrificed their 
Ownlives to start all over in the Us for 
their children because they thought we 
would have better lives and Opportunities. 
And we have. 

Those who Tisked and/or gave their 
lives to the civil Tights movement Started a 
momentum that can stll be felttoday. 
East/West Was founded by people who 
Were deeply affected by the changes of the 
“60:s and sought to create a vehicle that 
would bring Chinese Americans together， 


Wehave reaped many of the benefits of Dr. 


King”s sacrifices and noOW we have the

Lee felt that the decree angered many 
firefighters and worsened the fire station 
environment “Because the Swastika 
appeared at Station 13 where other Tacial 
incidents occurred in the pasb it shows that 
(many firefighters) are shunning the effort 
to change things,”Lee commented. 

Bob Demmons, president of the Black 
Firefighters Association, pointed out that 
“Local 798 members have voted to 人 fight 
against the decree and are contributing $5 
of each paycheck to build a warchest to 
battle in court.” 


JUSTICE DEPARTMENT 
The US Justice Department is currently 


investigating in order to decide whether or 


not appeal the decree. In a letter to City 
AttorneyLouise Renne, the Justice 
Department stated that it was concerned 
aboutmethods used in the decree to 
Promote minority firefighters to officer 
Ianks(12/3/87). 

According to the agreement 11 
Asians, 13 Hispanics and 16 black fire- 
fighters will be promoted to lieutenaut. An 
additional Six black firefighiters will take a 
captain's exam. 

Currently, 40 Asians, 85 blacks are in the 
1,300 member Fire Dept Out of 350 
officers none are Asian and four are black. 

Both Sun and Batiste have been 
Shunned by fellow firefighters for coming 
out with the information. Sun Said that 
another minority firefighter was upset at 
him for doing So. 


HOSTIL 了 R 

Batiste commented that (Other 
firefighters) have been real hostile, always 
giving the cold shoulder. They make yot 
feel like you did something wrong. Not one 
person has come up to me and said，Hey 
We'Te SOTTY. 

Over the last 10 years the Fire 
Department has had a series of racial 
jncidents including an another well- 
publicized incident in which Local 798 
Union paper had a retouched picture of 


firefighters honored for arescue in which a 


black firefighter was Temoved.

Quan then received a job offer from KITV-TV in Honolulu. He 
had been on vacation one week in Hawaii when he found out that 
the station was coincidentally holding auditions for a sports 
Ieporter. After getting the post Quan, within two znd ahalf 
years, WaS piIomoted to Sports director and named Sports Reporter 
of the Year in 1983. 

Working in Hawaii proved a good experience for Quan. With 
about 60% of the population of Asian heritage, Quan felt“like 
everybody else…”He also found that as an Asian American, he 
“Teally (was) arole model for younger people.”

SAN FRANCISCO - About 200 
women, Some from as far away as Puget 
Sound, Los Angeles and Boston, attended 
the Second “WestCoast Women and 
Theatre Conference at the Unitarian Center 
in San Francisco the weekend of January 8- 
10. The conference, dedicated to the 
“empowerment of women in theatre, of all 
ages, Colors and cultures，Wwas OrganiZzed 
by Veronica Masterson and Jacdqueline 
Hayes ofthe Julian Theatre in SF. 

The conference presented daytime 
WOrkshops and four different evening 
performances of theatrical works by and 
about women. During the opening night s 
“an Evening of Cabaret of Women'S 
Performance,”excerpts were performed 
from works that dealt with aging, discrimi- 
nation, loss and friendship. Among them 
Was a Scene fom Genny Lim's highly- 
acclaimed 1986 play XX , performed by 
Lim and actresses Brenda Aoki and Naomi 
Sodetani .XX 1s anon-linear theater Diece， 
incorporating dance, music and theater. Lt 
deals metaphorically with the custom of 
footbinding as an erotic Symbol of beauty， 
Subjugation and pain.

“Tao Ch'iens writing created 
realistic Images rather than abstract ones. 
He dealt with people and their lives rather 
than other Chinese poets who wrote on 
nature. Tu Fu and Li Po are two others who 
deal with the same subjects as Tao 
Ch'ien，”commented Lum, who reads their 
work through translation. 

On Frank Chin, Lum Said that “When 
AsSian American awareness came into my 
COnSciousness, Erank was one of the few in 
the literary world to be writing from that 
Point of view.”

Since 1966 CHSA 
has published a monthly bulletin with historical items of inter-~ 
est to the membership. 

In 1987 the society also published its first annual collec =- 
tion of historical essayS, Cjamlese 411ae7ica: Bi8tory G1id PerSPec= 
five5, 7987. 


OTHER GROUPS 

The increasing ethnic awareness among Chinese Americans dur- 
ing the 1970s stimulated the formation of similar historical 
groups in other Chinese communities. 

In 1970 Irma Tam Soong, Larry F.C. Ching, Dr Bernhard C. 
Hormann, and others met to discuss the possibility qf founding a 
Chinese historical society in Honolulu. The Hawaii Chinese His 
tory Center (HCHC) was incorporated in 1971. 

HCHC focuses on the Chinese in Hawaii. It particularly empha- 
Sizes Tesearch on family history and genealogy, and in 1985 站 
Sponsored a conference, “Researching One's Chinese Roots.” 

HCHC is also planning a conference on Chinese Hawaiian his 
tory to be held in Honolulu in 1988 to commemorate the bicenten- 
nial of the firstarrival of the Chiness in the islands.

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In 1976 CHSSC dedicated a plaque to honor Chinese laborers in 
Southern California who built the Southern Pacific Railroad and 
the San Fernando Tunnel. 

In 1978 it worked with UCLA'S Asian American Studies Center 
on an oral history project that resulted in the publication of 
Linking OUr Lives: Cjinese onen ofLOy 4118eley (7984). 

Currentiy the society is helping to develop a Chinese Ameri- 
can historical museum at El Pueblo de Los Angeles State Historic 
Park. CHSSC periodically publishes historical essays in its Cu 
Saa1 JOINTr1GL. 


NY HISTORY PROJECT 

The New York Chinatown History Project (NYCHP) is the only 
major Chinese American historical research group im the East. 并 
began in 1976 when John Tchen coordinated the Asian American 
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Resource Center (AARC) as partof New York City s Basement Work shop: 
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In 1980 Tchen and Charles Lai inherited the AARC coilection 
and founded NYCHP.NYCHP gathers information on New York City 
Chinese community life and history and applies it to a wide range 
of activites such as radio docu-dramas, historical Slide pro = 
grams, and video documentaries. 

Since 1980 NYCHP has been conducting historical interviews of 
New York residents, particularly members of the Chinese Hand 
Laundry Alliance. 

im 1983 it organized a prize=winning exhibit “Eight Pound 
Livelihood: Chinese Laundry Workers in the U.S.”Three time per 
year NYCHP publishes Baogaopam, which includes historical infor- 
mation and news of NYCHP activities. 


PACIFIC NORHYVEST 

Another organization, formed in 1980, is the Chinese Histori ~ 
cal Society of the Pacific Northwest (CHSPNYW). The founders 
include thelate Willard Jue and other individuals from Seatte S 
Chinese community and Prof Douglas Lee and others from academic 
Circles. 

In 1984 CHSPNYW co-sponsored a traveling exhibit of Chinese 
herbal medicine with the Wing Luke Museum of Seattle. The society 
has published two collections of historical essayS Tjpe 47zza1y of 
tpe Chinese Esiorical Society of ipe Pac 太 c Nortpwestin 1983 : 
and 1984, respectively. 

Other groups are still being formed. The Chinese Historical 


_Committee of Stockton began in Spring 1985 as a Special project 


of the Stocktonm Cathay Club: with Dr. Yi Po Anthony Wu appointed ， 
as head of the group. Later the Chinese Cultural Society of 

Stockton also joined as co-Sponsor. The socicty publishes a quar - 
terly newSslelter. 

Eve Armentrout and professors Donald Gibbs, Gary Hamillon， 
and Benjamin Wallacker of the Universily of California， Davils， 
initiated the Chinese/Chinese American History Project around 
1979. In 1986 the group was reorganized as the Chinese and Chi- 
nese American History Association (CCAHA). CCAHA publishes a

The Chinese Historical Society of Greater San Diego and Baja 
California, founded in 1986, was founded as the result of efforts 
to preserve historical sites in San Diego's old Chinatown. An 
active leader is Dorothy Hom, member of a pioneer San Diego Chi =

larger society to Chinese American contributions in the develop 
mentof America has led to efforts to preserve historic Sites 

such as the Angel Island Immigration Detention Station, China 
Camp, the town of Locke, and Hanford's Chinese temple, with vary 
ing degrees of SuccesS. 

Having many links to the Chinese American community also 
facilitates access to informants and historical records. Hence， 
historical societies can be effective at the grasS-TIoots level in 
iecording Oral history as Well as in collecting and preserving 
historical documents and artifacts. 


CULTURAL ORANIZATIONS 

Some Chinese cultural organizations have also played signifi- 
cantroles in disseminating information on Chinese American his 
tory. The most prominent of these is the Chinese Culture Founda- 
tion (CCPF) of San Francisco. Founded only two years after the 
founding of CHSA, in 1965, CCEF established a Chinese Culture Cen- 
ter (CCC) in 1973... 

Major CCC Chinese American historical exhibits, Some organ- 
jized in cooperation with CHSA, include “Threc Generations of Chi - 
nese: East and West” (1974); “TIsland: History of the Chinese 
Immigrants Detained on Angel Island; 1910-1940” (1980);“Chinese 
of America, 1785-1980" (1980); and“Chinese Women of America， 
1834-1982" (1982)，Texts based on each of these exhibits were 
also published. 

In.1982 CCEF also co-sponsored with other community organiza-= 
tions an exhibitand seminar to commemorate the centennial of the 
1882 Chinese Exclusion Act. 


The exhibits“Island,”“Chinese of America” and“Chinese 
Women of America” have traveled to Several American and Canadian 
cities. In 1985“Chinese of America”was sent to the People s 
Republic of China and was the first exhibit on Chiinese American 
history and society to be Shown in that country， 

It was seen by the public in Shanghai, Beijing, Guangzhou, as 
wellas Jiangmen, Taishan, and Zhongshan in the Pearl River delta 
Tegion. 

NYC,BOSTON & SEATTLE 

New York City's China Institute, Boston's Chinese Culture 
Institute, Seattle's Wing Luke Museum, and Santa Ana' s Chinese 
American Historical and Cultural Council also have from time to 
time organized activities connected with Chinese American his- 
tory. 

Another group active in the field of Chinese American history 
is The Association of Chinese Teachers of San Francisco, which 
developed audiovisual materials on Chinese American history for 
use in the schools. Articles in community newSpapers such as 
EastWestand Asian Weekand in periodicals such as Bridge (now 
defunct) have also helped to popularize Chinese American history. 

The same factors Stimulating the proliferation of organized 
historical and cultural groups also stimulated the publication of 
works on Chinese American history for the general public.

Community Colleges (FACCC) is the 
-oldestfaculty organlization in the state， 
， according to its preSident Professor Larry 

Toy of Chabot College. FEACCC ”is 
basically a lobbying organization which 
Iepresents 107 communlty colleges at the 
State levelL ”says Toy. 
UL The organization has paid stafft, 3 
obbyist and an office im Sacramento. “OUr 
， majormission is to affect policy,” says 
Toy, who teaches astronomy at Chabot. 
This year，according to Toy; two_ major 
issues confront FACCC. They are 
LAB1725, the community college reform 
bill and the FACCC co-Sponsored initia- 
tve to revisetheGANN limit which in 
1979 put a cap on State spending. If these 
wo initiatives pass in the state lesislature， 
Californians will receive bctler services 
在 om community colleges Statewide, he 
SayS. 
AB1725 uses many recommendations 
developed by a three-ycar research projeccb 

commissioned by FACCC, on the Univer- 

Sity of Califormia (UC) and California State 
University (CSU) Systems in comparison 
with California community colleges. The 
three major aspects of the bill rclate to gov- 

erriafce, cmployment and tenurc ofnew 
facililies and finance. 


EFFICIENT & RESPONSIVE 
Before 1978, community collcges were 
locally funded and were therefore efficient 
and responsive to local needs, according to 
Toy. However, after Proposition 13 passed， 
-almostall community colleges became 
state funded, but remained locally admini- 
Stered. This created a tense conflct 
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between localites and the state, he added. 
AB1725 attempts to take Steps to Solve 
this problem by recommending Stronger 
State Control. 

“Within the next 10 to 15 years， 
California will become a majority 
minority state,”Toy saySs. During this 
period, the study shows that 80% of all 
freshman and Sophomores will start their 
college careers atacommunity college， 
andof these，80% will be blacks, Hispan- 
ics and Asians. Currenty community 
colleges faculties are predominately older 
(50 plus), white and male， Thbese teachers 
are expected to retire SOon and be replaced 
by ayounger and more ethnically diverse 
Staff. 

The study projects that there w 由 be 
about 10,000 new facilities within the next 
10 to 15 years. Therefore, Toy Says， 
reshaping the demographics of the faculty 
1S akey 1SSue. 

Under the current Systemy; it takes only 
two years to recelive tenure at a commu- 
nity College, Compared with Six years at 
UC orCSU. Thc commission's fecom- 
mendation, incorporated in AB17235, is 
that the tenure period be increased to four 
years in Order to increase the quality of 
tenured teachers， 


ADEQUATE FUNDING 

Another problem facing community 
collcsges is that they are not adequately 
funded. According to statistics quoted by 
Toy, California currently Spends about 
$2,700 per student per year at the commu- 
nity College level compared with $5,700 
per student per year at UC. Nationwide， 
though, community colleges spend over 
$4,000 per Student per year. AB1725 rec- 
ommends that the State budget for each
